When President Harding said at the 
unveiling of tho statue of General 
Simon Bolivar in Now York that 
freedom in the American continents 
was due principally to two heroes, 
asliington and Bolivar, he caused

San Martin. 
As a result of this the Junta de 
Historia y Numlsmatica Americana 
here has proposed 
that 
congress 
should pass a law providing $300.-

Argentine paper

to make a motion picture film show­ 
ing the part played by the Argen­ 
tine hero in the struggle against 
Spain. The plan is to have the pic­ 
ture displayed 
in South 
America 
and

lands so that the 
world 
may 
have a better under­

exploits

the 
leader who captured 
Lima, 
Peru, 
and 
thus broke the backbone of 
the Spanish power. 
Historians of the southern part 
of the continent have long accused 
those of the northern half and of 
Central America of persistently at­ 
tempting to belittle the deeds of 
San Martin. They point out while 
Bolivar freed the north. San Mar­ 
tin 
accomplished the 
titanic 
feat 
of hading an army from Argentina 
across the Andes, freeing Chile and 
later capturing 
Lima, which was 
the seat of Spanish power. This, 
they say, put an end to Spanish 
resistance. 
Bolivar also 
was 
approaching 
Lima at the time of its capture 
coming from the north. The two 
generals met in Guayaquil, Ectta 
dor, and General San Martin re­

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DECIDEDLY TO THE POINT. 


Secretary Mellon put his finger on the most pernicious 
aspect of the higher income surtaxes when he told the Senate 
Finance Committee yesterday that a surtax of 32 percent, as 
fixed by the House, exceeds the “collection point” and that 
a maximum rate of 25 percent would yield greater revenues 
to the Government. 
That is not difficult to understand. It simply means that 
the higher rate drives large amounts of capital into tax-free 
securities and the Government loses the revenue. 
If this 
were all it would be bad enough. 
But it does more than this. 
It takes large amounts of capital out of the regular channels 
of legitimate enterprises. 
It contracts the country s supply 
of capital for ordinary business. 
And that tends to affect 
every aspect of prosperity. 
It reduces employment and thus 
cuts down the purchasing power of the public. 
This reduces 
the business of the retailer, and through the retailer the 
business of the jobber and the manufacturer. 
This means 
more unemployment and still greater reduction of purchasing 
power, and so the vicious circle continues. 
That’s one of the things that has been the matter with us. 
And yet there are men, and among them many who are suf­ 
fering from the effects of this situation who cannot see that 
almost any kind of a direct tax of the public as a whole 
would be better than this vicious tax. 
Men who have been 
paying rents that in many cases are IOO percent higher than 
they ought to be, because of the lack of available money for 
building, cry out against paying a small sales tax that would 
certainly result in cutting into their rents considerably. 
A 
direct tax would not increase the amount of taxes paid by the 
consumer. 
Every dollar that business pays into the national 
treasury comes from the consumer finally. 
But the manner 
in which this revenue has been collected has caused many 
economic evils that have placed additional burdens upon the 
people and have helped materially to depress business. 
It’s 
about time that the demagogues quit trying to make the 
people believe that anybody is trying to tax the poor for the 
sake of the rich, and that Congress cured these evils in our

therefore there must be an increase 
of pellagra. He evidently does not 
know that the farmers of the south 
have raised more food crops than 
before the war." Continuing. Dr. 
Harris says: "The majority of phy­ 
sicians who have had most experi­ 
ence with the disease do not accept 
Goldberger’s theory. It is undoubt­ 
edly true that the poorly nourish­ 
ed individual is susceptible to pel­ 
lagra Just as he is to tuberculosis, 
and that an unbalanced diet is the 
predisposing cause of the disease 
as it is to many other diseases 
but most of us feel that the cause 
of pellagra is an Infection of some 
kind yet to be discovered." 
In an editorial in the Southern 
Medical Journal, Dr. Harris writes 
as follows:

“TURN OF THE ROAD IN SIGHT,” SAYS 
DIRECTOR OF WAR FINANCE CORPORATION 


The turn of the road in American 
business is in sight, says Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., M anaging Director of 
the W ar Finance Corporation, the 
organization th at has been author­ 
ized by Congress to make loans, 
not only to promote our export 
trade but also to facilitate the o r­ 
derly m arketing of our staple agri­ 
cultural products in this country. 
“One of the difficulties in the 
present situation,’ says Mr. Meyer, 
“ is the fact th a t retailors, whole­ 
salers m d m anufacturers are row 
conducting their business on vvhat 
m ight be termed a hand-to-mouth 
basis, each carrying tho lowest pos­ 
sible stock of goods. The direct re­ 
sult has been to throw back upon 
the 
producers 
and 
the 
country 
banks th at finance them the raw 
m aterials which normally are car­ 
ried by mills, wholesalers, jobbers 
and retailers. 
Growers of wheat, 
cotton and other producers, unable 
to m arket their products as rabidly 
as formerly have been compelled to 
hold them for a longer period than 
usual. 
“ To meet the situation, and also 
the situation brought about by the 
failure of foreign m erchants and 
m anufacturers to purchase their 
requirements for the year in the 
period immediately following the 
harvesting of our crops, as in nor­ 
mal times they were accustomed to 
do, it became necessary to provide 
additional financing for carrying 
the products until they could be 
m arketed in an orderly way. 
Advances to Producers. 
“The W ar Finance Corporation 
has bf en able to give substantial 
aid by making advances to various 
associations of producers of cotton, 
w heat and other commodities, as 
well as to banking institutions and 
exporters, and it will be in posit’on. 
under the Agricultural Relief Bill 
just enacted by Congress, to render 
even more effective assistance. 
“If the business men of America 
would resume the carrying of nor­ 
mal stocks, the load forced back 
upon the producers would be more 
generally distributed, resulting in a 
freer circulation of business and a 
greater buying power on the p a rt 
of our agricultural population. 
“ Undue lack of confidence is just 
as detrimental as reckless over­ 
confidence, and the present price

That is not difficult to understand. It simply means that 


the higher rate drives large amounts of capital into tax-free 
securities and the Government loses the revenue. 
If this 


were all it would be bad cnouph. But it does more than this. 
It takes large amounts of capital out of the regular channels 
of legitimate enterprises. 
It contracts the country's supply 


of capital for ordinary business. 
And that tends to affect 


every- aspect of prosperity. It reduces employment and thus 
cuts'down the purchasing power of the public. This reduces 
the business of the retailer, and through the retailer the 
business of the. jobber and the manufacturer. This means 
more unemployment and still greater reduction of purchasing 
power, and so the vicious circle continues. 


That's one of the things that has been the matter with us. 


And yet there are men. and among them many who are suf- 
fering from the effects of this situation who cannot see that 
almost any kind of a direct tax of the public as a whole 
would be better than this vicious tax. 
Men who have been 


paying rents that in many cases are 100 percent higher than 
they ought to be, because of the lack of available money Tor 
building, cry out against paying a small sales tax that would 
certainly result in cutting into their rents considerably. 
A 


direct tax would not increase the amount of taxes paid by the 
consumer. 
Every dollar that business pays into the national 


treasury comes from the consumer finally. 
But the manner 


in which this revenue has been collected has caused many 
economic evils that have placed additional burdens upon the 
people and have helped materially to depress business. It's 
about time that the demagogues quit trying to make the 
people believe that anybody is trying to tax the poor for the. 
sake of the rich, and that Congnvs cured these evils in our 
revenue laws.—Star-Telegram.

TOM HIGG1NS* GREATEST FIGHT 


WITH THE INDIANS 


Tom Hlgglns was a noted Illinois 


ranger during the War of 1812. One 
morning near Fort Hills the Indiana 
ambushed Tom's company and killed 
several of them. As they fled to the 
fort, Hlgglns stayed behind, vowing 
that he would get at least one Indian 
before he retreated. 
He got his In- 


dian, but just as he was preparing to 
mount his horse, Ranger Burgess, who 
was lying on the ground wounded, 
called out to htm: "You won't leave 
me to the Indians, will you, Tomf 


Hlgglns stopped and attempted to 


lift Burgess onto bla horse, but the 
frightened animal jerked the reins 
from Tom's hand and dashed madly 
away. 


"You'll have to try to crawl to the 


fort. Burgess," said Tom, "and I will 
stay behind and keep redskins off." 


As Burgess crawled away, Hlgglns 


ran In another direction to lead the 
approaching Indians away from his 
wounded comrade. 
In a few minutes 


he was surrounded by the savages and 
they wounded him In the leg as be fled 
Into a deep rav4ne. He was nearlng 
the fort when three Indians rose up 
before him. 
One of them fired and 


the ranger fell, wounded for the sec- 
ond time. 


With a wild yell the Indians rushed 


at him with uplifted tomahawks, but 
Ulggins rose once more and shot one 
of them dead. The other two then at- 
tacked him with spears and toma- 
hawks. 
Tom defended himself with 


his knife until he was knocked to the 
ground by a blow from a tomahawk 
which cut off one of his earn. 


Finally the ranger tore a spear from 


the grasp of one of the Indians and 
thrust It through the body of the oth- 
er. He was pulled to his feet as the 
savage fell. The surviving warrior re- 
treated toward his rifle and Tom, un- 
daunted by his wounds, staggered aft- 
er him. The unequal comljat had been 
seen by the people In the fort, but they 
were afraid to come to his assistance 
until a brave woman, named Mrs. 
Pursley, cried out: "I will not see 
such a brave man die!" 


She sprang upon a horse and started 


to Hlgglns' aid. 
Shamed by her ex- 


nmple, severnJ men galloped after her. 
They reached the ranger Just as a 
large party of Indians were ready to 
swoop down upon him. 
They threw 


Hlgglns, fainting from loss of blood, 
ncross a horse and carried him back 
to the fort In safety. 


Hipglns did not recover from his 


wounds for ninny yenrs, but In his old 
age he was given n pension for his 
heroic net and was made a doorkeeper 
In (he state assembly nt Vandalla.
